~V¥7'HEREAS, certain arms belonging to the 
Yv State of Kentucky, intended for distribu- 
tion to the Home Guards, in counties of the First 
and Second Districts, under an allotment made by 
tho Military Board, were lately siezed by lawless 
persons, and taken away from their place of do- 
posit in Mayfield; and it being reported to me 
that a portion of said arms have been distributed 
among individuals in Fulton county, contrary to 
law and the authority of tho Military Board; and 
said Military Board having passed the following 
order: 

Military Board, Frankfort August 1, 1861. 

On motion of Gen. Dudley — 

Resolved, That his Excellency, tho Governor, 
be requested to take such steps as ho may think 
best calculated for the reoovery of the public arms 
forcibly taken from Mayfield, and carried to Ful- 
ton county.

Now, therefore, I, BERIAII MAGOFFIN, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, do 
now issue this my proclamation, commanding ev- 
ery citizen or othor person within the jurisdiction 
of this State, having in his possession any arms 
or munitions thus unlawfully seized as above 
stated, forthwith to deliver up the same to tho 
Judgo of tho Country Court of the county in which 
he resides, to be returned by said Judge to the 
State Arsenal at Frankfort; and I make this ap- 
peal to the loyalty of such citizens in good faith, 
believing that they will promptly manifest such a 
signal proof of their fidelity to tho laws and au- 
thorities of the State; at the same time warning 
all concerned that if this order bo not promptly 
obeyed, my duty will requiro the most vigorous 
enforcement of the laws against all disobedient 
offenders.

KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

IN SENATE. 

Monday, Sept. 23. 1861. 
The Senate was opened with prayer by 
Elder William T. Moore, of the Christian 
Church. 

The journal of Saturday was read by the 

Clei k. 

a message from the house 
Was received by Mr. Lyne, Assistant Clerk, 
announcing the concurrence of that House 
in several Senate bills, and that they had 
passed a number o( bills and resolutions in 
which they ask the concurrence of the Sen- 
ate. 

JOINT RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. READ moved a suspension of the 
rules to enable him to offer the following 
resolutions, viz : 

Whereas, The Legislature has learned with 
pain and mortification of ^ho arrest of Senators 
un i mombors of this body in the town of Harrods- 
burg, who were on their way to their homes and 
familits;* and, whereas, tho Constitution of Ken- 
tucky protects every member of this body from 
arrest, t> easm, felony, breach of the peace ex- 
cepted; and, whereas* the Legislature desires se- 
curity, peace and amity among and between the 
Citizens of this Commonwealth, as fully expressed 
in the series of resolutions passed the other day 
by this body known as tho Conklin resolutions— 
therefore, 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the Legisla- 
ture uttorly condemns such a course, and regards 
tho act a% in violation of tho intent- and mean- 
ing of tho Constitution, and the expressed will of 
this Legislature as indicated in the Conklin reso- 
lutions by this b udy. 

Resolved further, That a committee of fire, to 
be composed of two from the Senate and three 
lr;m the House, be appointed, whose duty it shall 
be to proceed forthwith to Harrodsburg, and as- 
certain tbc cause, and by what authority, said 
Senators and members were arrested, and to re- 
port the facts in the premises to the Legislature 
at the earliest practical moment, and to procure 
the release of those under arrest if possible. 

The rules were suspended, and, on motion 
of ilr. PENNEBAKER, the resolutions 
were referred to Messrs. READ, ROBIN- 
SON and SPEED, to report what action 
should he taken in the premises. 

And then the Senate took a recess until 11 
o’clock. 

The Senate met at 11 o'clock. 

Mr. READ reported the following resolu- 
tion as a substitute for Mr. READ’S pream- 
ble and resolution, viz: 

Ret'dvcd, That a committee of two, one from 
the Senate and ono from llio House, be appointed 
to inquire and investigate by what authority and 
under what charges members of the General As- 
sembly have been, as is reported, arrested at Har- 
rodsburg. Said committee shall have power to 
send for porsons, and to report the facts. aDd 
whether any action of this General Assembly is 
necessary. 

Which was adopted, and Mr. READ was 
appointed on the part of Senate under said 
resolution. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE It. R. 

Was received by Mr. TAYLOR announc- 
ing the passage of a II. II. bill, enti- 
tled, An act to amend an act, entitled, an 
act for the regulation of the militia, and to 
provide lor the arming of the State," ap-

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 

A message was received from the H. R., 
announcing the passage of a H. R. bill, and 
the concurrence of the II. R. in a Senate 
“resolution, to appoint a committee to in- 
vestigate the arrest of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives at Harrodsburg," with an amend- 
ment, as a substitute. 

The resolution was taken lip and the 
amendment was concurred in. 

SPECIAL ORDER FOR 4 O’CLOCK. 

Mr. PENNEBAKER — Judiciary — Under 
instructions to report at this hour, reported 
the following H. R. bill : 

An act to amend an act, entitled, “An act for the 
regulation of the Militia and to provide for the 
arming of tho State," approved May 24, ISO 1; 
and also to provide further for the public de- 
fense. 

Whereas, The hostilities which threatened the 
peace of the Slate at the time the act to which 
this is an amendment was passed, has been fol- 
lowed up by the wanton and unjustifiable in- 
vasion of Kentucky by the armed forces of the 
so-called Confederate States, and war has thus 
been forced upon the good people of the State; 
wherefore it becomes the solemn duty of this Leg- 
islature, without delay, to provide moans for the 
public defense; therefore, 

i 1. Re it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That it shall and 
in vy be lawful, for the ltoaid of Commissioners, 
created by tho act to which this is an amendment, 
to apply the funds, or any part thereof, which the 
sa tl Board was authorized to borrow, under the 
provisions of said act, to the defense of the State, 
in such manner as they, in their discretion, may 
deem most advisable. 

§ 2. That the said Board of Commissioners 
shall bo, end tboy are hereby, authorised and ern- 



awered to borrow for aud on the credit of the 
tate the additional sum of one million of dollars, 
to be by them applied to the object set out in the 
first, section of this act. 

£ 3. That the said Board shall have power and 
authority toprooure the loans provided forin the act 
to which this is an amendment, and that author- 
ized by the preceding section, from any incorpora- 
ted or private bank, or from any other moneyed 
institution, or from individuals, either in or out 
of this State; and for which certificates shall be 
issued by the Board, and upon the presentation of 
which the bonds of tho State shall bo executed by 
the Governor, aad delivered to the lender, paya- 
ble at such Lime aud plaeo as may he agreed upon, 
not less, however, than ten years from date, bear- 
ing interost at the rate of six per centum per an- 
num, the interest to fall due semi-annually. 

J 4. That for the purpose of providing moans 
for the payment of the debts created by the State 
under the provisions of this and the act to which 
this is an amendment, and the accruing interest 
thereon, an additional tax, in aid of tho sinking 
fund, commencing with tho year 1S62, of five 
cents upon each one hundred dollars of value of 
tho real and personal estate directed by law to be 
assossed for taxation, shall annually be paid by 
the persons assossed; and which shall be collected 
and paid into the public treasury in the same man- 
ner the other revenuo of tho State is by law re- 
quired to be collected and paid. 

£ 5. That the Board of Commissioners created 
by the act to which this is an amendment, be, 
and tho same is hereby, reorganized ; aud said 
board shall hereafter bo composed of tho following 
persons, to-wit: Peter Dudley, Samuel Gill, Geo.

§ 6. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage.

The resolution was then adopted.

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. YEAMAN offered the follow ing resolu- 
tions, which were referred to the committee 
on Federnl Relations, viz : 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That the people of Ken- 
tucky have over been, and are still, ardently at- 
tached to the Union of the States; that they de- 
plored and condemned the secession of certain 
8tntc9 from the Union, and the war they have in- 
augurated aud waged aguinst tho Government of 
the United States ; and yet condemning some of 
tho acts and measures adopted by the Congress 
and executive and military officers of the United 
States, in resisting tho rebellion now in progress, 
and earnestly desiring the early aud honorable 
restoration of the government and tho Union in 
their full integrity, on safe principles and a per- 
manent basis; now, with tho view of accomplish- 
ing these great and benificent ends, and that the 
people of all sections may clearly understand the 
principles upon which we desire to be, and re- 
main associated with them under a common gov- 
ernment, we do now submit to tho American peo- 
ple the following propositions, as a deliberate ex- 
pression of our understanding of tho Constitution 
of the United States, and of our views upon the 
present unhappy controversy between the gov- 
ernment aud some of tho States, viz : 

That the Constitution of the United States was 
made and adopted by the authority of the peoplo 
of the United States, and not by States acting in 
their individual and sovereign capacity. 

That the Constitution of the United States is a 
fundamental law, constituting a government that 
acts, within its proper sphere, directly upon the 
person aud property of tho citizen; that the same 
is true of the constitutions of the several States, 
and there is no conflict between them ; that in re- 
gard to the powers vested in tho government of 
the United States, and the matters committed to 
its charge, the constitution and laws of the Union 
are the supreme law of the land, and in cases of 
dispute the judicial tribunals erected under that 
constitution are the proper arbiters. 

That the direct action of the government upon 
men and things, instead of through or upon 
States, is tho best guarantee for the froedotn and 
the preservation of tho State governments, in 
their form9, in the matters committed to thoir 
charge by the people, and the powers reserved to 
them or to the people. 

That the right of a State to withdraw or secede 
from the Union, or to nullify by Stato action, any 
law. of Congress, is in direct conflict with the tho- 
ory and form, both of tho Federal and State Gov- 
ernments, and destructive of both. 

That we cannot approvo any form of Govern- 
ment, or association of .States, that recognises 
the right of any member to withdraw at pleas- 
ure. 

That the interests of Kentucky will not ad- 
uiit the imposition of an export duty on her pro- 
duce. 



That we cau never conseut to the re-opening of 
the African slave trade; nor suffer any obstruction 
or hindrance to the navigation of the Mississippi 
river against those manifestly entitled by nature 
to the benefits thereof. 

That there are but two ways to amend or change 
governments — one by the mode of amendment 
pointed out by the Constitution thereof; the oth- 
er by revolution; that the right of revolution is in- 
alienable, but should not be exercised until the 
forms of constitutional and legal amendment and 
redress have been appealed to and failed to secure 
the protection of the citizen. We protest that 
this has not been done in the progress of the 
present discontents. 

That it is the right and duty of every govern- 
ment, and more especially of those based on the 
consent of tho governed, to defend and protect it- 
self against all attempts to change or abolish the 
Government by force, in utter disregard of the 
mode providod in the original compact of Govern- 
ment. 

That the legitimate object of Government is 
the protection of the citizen in his property, his 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. 

That the administrators of Government are as 
much bound by its rules and limitations as tho cit- 
izen, and when the powers of Government prove 
inadequate , to its purposes, it is in the discretion 
of the citizen, and not tho administrator of Gov- 
ernment, to enlargo those powers. 

That the principle that any department of Gov- 
ernment may derive power from any source other 
than the law, once admitted knows no limits, 
either in theory or practice, and would speedily 
result in tho monopoly of all power — a despot- 
ism. 

That the suspension of tho writ of habeas cor- 
pus, and the declaration or establishment of mar- 
tial law, and any attempt to emancipate or set 
free any person held to labor or servioe, in any of 
the States under the laws thereof, when done by 
the President or any subordinate, executive or 
military officer of the United States, aro unau- 
thorised by law, and are dangerous assumptions 
•f power. 

That Congress has no power to interfere with 
the institution of slavery in the States; nor de- 
clare forfeiture, in punishment for treason, for a 
longer term than the life of tho offender. 

That the common territory of the Union should 
be hold free to access and settlement by the citi- 
zens of all the States equally, while in a territo- 
rial condition, leaving to the citizens thereof the 
right to determine the form and character of their 
institutions in establishing a State constitution, 
subject to the constitutional restriction that Con- 
gress must guarantee to every State a republican 
form of government. 

That the requirements of the Constitution in re- 
gard to the rendition of fugitives from labor must 
be faithfully executed. 

That Kentucky will, to the utmost, .defend her- 
self against hostile invasion from any" quarter; 
and yet holds herself in readiness, at any moment, 
when it can bo done without a sacrifice of her 
honor, to unite with all or any part of the people 
of America to stay the present unhappy war, and 
restore tho peace, harmony, and greatness of our 
common country, upon terms satisfactory to just 
men, and safe to all. 

That in this view, Kentucky now renews, with 
increased interest, her demand upon the Congress 
of the United States for a National Convention, 
to be called under tho forms of the Constitution, 
to consider amendments thereto; and again re- 
commends to the Legislatures and Governors of 
tho several States the favorable consideration of 
this subject, and the propriety of taking such steps 
as that the demand from the required uumber of 
States may bo made upon Congress at its meeting 
in December next. 

Resolved, That his Excellency, Governor Ma- 
goffin, be requested to transmit copies of these 
resolutions to the President of the Ignited States, 
and to the Governors of all the States. 

MOTION. 

Mr. IRELAND moved to reconsider the 
vote adopting the resolution from theSenate, 
in relation to the arrest of members of the 
Legislature, in Harrodsburg, so as to amend 
appointing two from each House. [The reso- 
lution appoints a committee of one from each 
House, to investigate the cause of said ar- 
rest.] 

Mr. BUSH offered an amendment, ap- 
pointing two from the House and one from 
theSenate: adopted. 

The SPEAKER appointed Messrs. ELLI- 
OTT and IIUSTON upon said committee. 

Mr. M. \OUNG offered resolutions in re- 
lation to calling a National Convention, 
which were referred to the committee on 
Federal Relations. 

Said resolutions are aa follows: 

Whereas, our hitherto peaceful country is now 
involved in civil war — the most dire calamity that 
can befull a nation. Eminently imperiling our 
government of freedom, and threatening to sub- 
stitute anarchy aud confusion for law and ordar — 
therefore, 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
mon wealth of Kentucky, That application be and 
is hereby made to Congress to call a National Con- 
vention, in pursuance of the provisions of the 
fifth article of the Constitution of the United 
States • and we, in our legislative capacity, earn- 
estly invite our sister States to co-operate with 
us iu like application to Congress. 

Resolved, That the Governor of this State, 
without delay , communicate the foregoing resolu- 
tion to the President of tho United States, and 
to tho Governors of each of the thirty-four States 
of the United States, with the request that they 
lay them before their Legislatures; and in States 
where their Legislatures do not meet before the 
first day of December next, that the Governors 
of such States be requested to convene their Leg- 
islatures to enable them to consider the propriety 
of calling a National Convention. 

Resolved, That if application be made to Con- 
gress by the Constitutional number of the States, 
for the call of a National Convention, that an ar- 
raistico of ninety days be offered to the States 
in rebellion for returning delegates to a Na- 
tional Convention. 

Mr. SPARKS offered a resolution, direct- 
ing the committee on the .Judiciary to in- 
quire whether any one holding an office of 
honor, profit or trust, in this Commonwealth, 
is holding a commission in the Confederate 
army : adopted. 

Mr. J. \Y . ANDERSON offered the follow- 
ing resolution, viz: 

W hercas, S. B. Buckner, who signs himself 
Brigadier General in the so-called Confederate 
States of America, in a proclamation to the peo- 
ple of Kentucky, dated 18th Sepl., 1861, says that 
he returns “at the head of a force, the advance of 
which is composed entirely of Kentuckians," “to 
be useu to aid the government of Kentucky in car- 
rying out the strict neutrality of Kentuoky — now 
therefore. 

Resolved by the House of Representatives, That 
Ilis Excellency, Beriah Magoffin, Governor of 
this Commonwealth, bo requested to communi- 
cate to this House whether such invasion of this 
State, by S. B. Buckner, aforesaid, has been 
made upon any consultation, advice, or recom- 
mendation of any persons connected with the 
executive department of the State government. 

On motion, said resolution was referred 
to the committee on Federal Relations. 

Mr. J. W. ANDERSON offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted, viz: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky , That the thanks of this 
House, and of every true patriot of Kentucky, 
are due to the “Horae Guard" of Knox county, 
for their prowess and gallant conduct on the 18th 
and 19th of this inst., in thoir efforts to repel the 
invading foe from Kentucky. 

And then the House adjourned. 



Adair County. — We are gratified to learn 
that a public meeting, irrespective of past 
political differences of opinion, has been held 
in this county, it was determined with en- 
tire unanimity that they would remain loyal 
to Kentucky, and act in perfect obedience to 
the wishes of the people aa expressed by the 
Legislature. They feel their obligations as 
Kentuckians, and, know ing that, we have no 
fears that they will prove recreant to their 
dimes as American citizens. Loyalty to 
Kentucky includes, as a matter of course, 
fidelity to the Union and unswerving devo- 
tion to the Constitution. — Lou. Journal.

without delay, enlist the services of the la 
dies in preparing lint, bandages, and other 
articles so necessary for the comfort of the 
wounded soldiers. No one can tell how soon 
those essential articles may he needed. Let 
some patriotic lady take the lead. The 
ladies could meet at some private house, and 
be instructed by a physician as to what is 
necessary, and give them the few simple di- 
rections required for the preparation of such 
articles. 

We hope no lady who loves her country, 
and who sees this notice, will fail to attend 



resolutions, he thought lie owed it to him 
self and to his constituents to make a few re- 
marks in regard to the policy he was de- 
sirous to pursue; and, as the oldest member 
of tli is body, to give a few words ot advice 
to liis associates and to the country. 

He said he was a member of the joint 
committee raised by the two parties, into 
which we were unfortunately divided, forthe 
purpose of devising some plan upon which 
all might unite; that he was the only mem- 
ber of that committe who proposed a plan 
of operations, and that the resolutions lie 
submitted to the consideration of the com- 
mittee, were not adopted, nor rejected; hut 
alter a good deal of conversation, in which 
some gentleman expressed approbation, and 
others disapprobation, the subject was 
waived for the present, and the committee 
broke up with the uudersta tiding that its 
chairman should again call them together 
whenever he should deem proper to do so. 
The committee was never thereafter convened. 

The plan 1 proposed, said Mr. Underwood, 
was this: first, to require the invading ar- 
mies of the Confederate Slates to withdraw 
from our territory. Upon that being done, 
then, secondly, to request the President of 
the United States to withdraw the troops 
under iiis command. These propositions 
were presented to the committee in two reso- 
lutions. A third resolution was added, con 
stituting our Governor the negotiator to 
bring about the withdrawal of the troops on 
both sides, as contemplated in tiie two pre 
ceding resolutions. Sucli was my plan. 
Had it been adopted, tiie Governor, in nego- 
tiating with both belligerents, might have 
induced them to withdraw their troops 
simultaneously. But if that could not have 
been accomplished, then their withdrawal, 
first, by the Confederates, and afterwards by 
the United States, would have been just and 
proper, as those who wrongfully first entered, 
should be the first to retire. The main ob- 
jection to this scheme was the delay and un- 
certainty of its accomplishment. The delay 
was no objection, .because it gave its time to 
prepare for the worst, in case nothing could 
be done. It the plan failed altogether, if 
both belligerents positively refused to with- 
draw trom our territory, we were placed in 
no worse condition by having made the 
effort to induce them to do it, and we should 
have had the consolation of exerting the last 
measure of peace to save our State from the 
horrors of civil war. My object in the plan 
devised, was to induce tiie withdrawal of the 
invaders, who had entered our territory since 
we were elected by the people as members 
of this House. I wished to lie placed in 
statu quo, where we stood when we were 
elected, so that we might then consider the 
condition of the State, and the neutrality 
she had assumed, freed from the disturbing 
clement of having the invaders within onr 
borders I have labored in vain to secure 
that desirable position. The failure on the 
part of the joint committee to co-operate 
with me in the adoption and execution of 
my plan, forces the necessity upon me to ac- 
cept or reject the plans of others, and under 
such necessity, I am called on to vote for or 
against the resolutions reported by the com- 
mittee. 

The greatest evil, said Mr. Underwood, 
w ich has yet afflicted us in Kentucky, 
■i ice the breakiug out of civil war, is tiie 
loss of confidence between man and man; 
the loss of confidence in the designs and in- 
tentions of political parties, and the distrust 
and suspicion which have sprung up in the 
minds ol men. There are a great many 
causes which have produced this loss of con 
fidence, and the existing distrusts and sus- 
picions which afflict us. The efforts made 
and still in progress to destroy the national 
Constitution and Government by rebellion— 
that rebellion being the natural product of 
the political heresy called Secession — the 
heated and hitter political debates arid discus- 
sions among politicians advocating opinions 
diometricallv opposite to each other, and ap- 
parently with equal sincerely and faith in the 
truth of their doctrines; the intemperate 
and contradictory discussions and publica- 
tions of newspapers, often coupled with the 
vilest calumnies and blackguardism; the 
sensation falsehoods of the press and the 
telegraph, gotten up for private purposes, to 
amuse and deceive public credulity ; the de- 
rangement of trade and business; the scar- 
city of money, or rather the alarm which 
has driven it out of circulation; the low 
prices of property ; the suspension of laws 
and courts; tiie enactment of laws to confis- 
cate property; the assumption of powers by 
the President of the United States, and espe- 
cially Generals under his command, not 
warranted bv the Constitution ; the appre- 
hension that enemies and invaders may at- 
tack our homes and seize our property ; the 
recklessness and ruffianism which are man- 
ifested in the conduct of men who pay but 
little or no respect to the rights of others — 
these and other causes have destroyed the 
confidence which formerly prevailed and 
generated the distrusts and suspicions which 
exi6t. 

The worst consequences have resulted, 
and are still likely to flow from our distrusts 
and suspicions of each other. Contemplate 
for a moment what has and still exists be- 
tween the two parties. During the last Leg- 
islature it was confidently believed by many 
members of t lie Legislature, and by thoti- 



comruon interest that no law or regulation 
of society shall be made to injure or disturb 
the happiness of our wives and children. 
You have property; so have I. Your prop- 
erty is essential to the comfort and subsis- 
tence of yourself and your family. My 
property is equally necessary for me and 
mine. The same depredations which are 
made in depriving you ol your property, un- 
less checked and restrained by salutory laws 
duly enforced, may fall upon anil deprive 
me of my property. By the loss of our prop- 
erty, we and our families are brought to pov- 
erty and intense suffering. We have, there- 
fore, a common interest in mutually aiding 
and assisting each other in the preservation 
of our property. 

Now, Mr. .Speaker, here is a three fold 
chord — lile, family and property, which binds 
us together, and which binds us to the Gov- 
ernment. We must have Government of 
some sort to protect our lives, to protect our 
families, to protect our property. This three 
told ligature operates, I trust, upon most of 
the members of this House, and I am sure 
it does upon the great mass of the voters 
who have sent us here. Now, sir, why 
should we not have (Confidence that each j 
one of us will use his best efforts in legisla- : 
tion to secure those rights which by nature! 
we possess alike and tn the protection and 
enjoyment of wliich onr happiness consists? 
We could not distrust each other were it not 
that the spirit of party intern perence, and 
the phrenzr of ambition, have seized us and 
produced the blindness which afflicts lire 
poisonous adder. 

We know that the causes which lead to 1 
civil war, to such deplorable conditions as 1 
that in which we now find ourselves, are 
well calculated to generate suspicion and 
jealousy. But when we have so many pow- ! 
erful motives for the protection of life and ; 
property, when the welfare of wives, and 
children, and their lives also may he at stake, i 
how can we refuse to lay aside everything ' 
which separates us, and to rush together as a 
band of Brothers tor their protection, for our j 
protection and for the protection of every 
citizen against wrong and oppression? I im- 
plore you, members of the General Assem- 
bly, to lay aside suspicious jealousies and 
animosities and to unite in measures calcu- 
lated to prevent the political differences of 
opinion among the people front shedding 
each others blood. Try to allay excitement ; 
try to induce men to reason without giving 
way to anger and passion ; try to prevent 
neighbors and families from quarreling and 
fighting each other, and try to suppress all 
depredations upon property. We may not 
be able to prevent battles between the bel 
ligerents within our .State, But if we can- 
not do that — if hostile armies must meet for 
mutual slaughter and destruction, I demandl 
in the names of mercy, and civilization, and 
religion that the homes and firesides of wo- 
men and children shall he respected, and 
that no assassin or robber shnll make his 
appearance there. There are no words in 
any language, living or dead, adequate to 
express the unutterable contempt and detes- 
tation wliich honept men feel for nocturnal 
thieves and cowardly assassins who depre- 
date in times of civil war upon helpless fam- 
ilies. Oh! let ns all unite with energy in 
arresting all such demonsand bringing them 
to just punishment for their crimes. 

Mr. Speaker, inv friend from Grayson. Mr 
Conklin, has introduced some admirable res 
olutiotis, expressing the sentiments which 
ought to actuate us. and pointing to the in 
fluences we should endeavor to exercise. — 
Let us adopt his resolutions as soon as wc 
can, and thus manifest to our constituents 
the deep interest and feeling we entertain, 
that peace in neighborhoods, and in families, 
and among citizens may prevail. Sir, the 
whole country is in a state of alarm; not 
that any one lacks personal bravery to face 
danger and risk bis life, but we all feel a 
dread of evils without knowing in what 
shape they are to come, or how soon they 
are to hurst upon us. The people neglect 
their business, and congregate to inquire 
“ what news?" Apprehensive that war may- 
break out in this locality or that, families 
break up and leave thier homes, and seek a 
residence in places where they expect more 
safety. 

Indeed, sir, we are not without those who 
fear that all the horrors of the French revo- 
lution, which ended in making the great Na- 
poleon first Consul and afterwards Emperor, 
may be upon us; when confiscations of prop- 
erty will reduce the wealthy to beggary and 
want, and, then the guilotine or the gallows, 
terminate their sufferings. Who has not 
read the fate of the accomplished and beau- 
tiful Madame Roland, who lost her head for 
refusing to tell where her husband had secre- 
ted himself after his escape from his blood- 
thirsty enemies ; and who does not remem- 
ber her immortal exclamation when passing 
and pointing to the statue of the Goddess of 
Liberty on her way to the guilotine — “oh 
Liberty, Liberty, what crimes arc not perpe- 
trated in thy name!" She was beheaded, 
not only without a fault, but for the exer- 
cise of the highest and noblest virtue of wo- 
man — fidelity to the husband she loved. 
And then the fate of her talented and per- 
secuted husband is not less worthy of re- 
membrance than her own. After hearing ot 
the death, the murder of his wife, he walked

Dear Friend: This morning, a 
ing the night, all the boys engaged t. , d 
light at Barboursville bridge came here, ai. 
gave a full account of the fight— it is as 
follows : The evening before last about fifty 
of the cavalry of the rebels came down to 
the bridge above town, at W. B. Anderson’s 
tan-yard ; the citizens anticipated their com- 
ing, and tore the puncheons from the frame 
ot the bridge, and they could not pass 
There were some thirty of the Home Guard 
guarding the bridge; the secesliers fired up- 
on them ; they returned the fire, wounding 
three; none of our men were hurt; the cav- 
alry scampered off ; thev watched the bridge 
all night; there was a fog in the morning, 
and the cavalry, about daylight, returned 
three hundred in number, and fired upon 
those who were watching the bridge, and 
the fight commenced; tiie cavalry were sup- 
ported by their whole force, consisting of 
three thousand infantry ; the Home Guard 
repulsed them twice, and although only 
twenty-one of the Home Guard stood the 
fire, they say they could easily have kept 
them in check at the bridge, hut they went 
back, crossed the gut back about one-fourth 
of a mile, made their way around, came up 
tiie town, and upon their rear, by the street 
where Sawyer's office, and upon the rear ol 
the Home Guard, intending to surround 
them. When our boys saw t hat. they ce 
enped through Rich. Tuggle's corn-field, and 
mude their escape; one was shot througl 
the ear and one through the top of tht 
shoulder — both slight flesh wounds. Tin 
number of the rebels killed were about thir- 
ty they suppose, and about twelve mortally 
wounded. Col. Rains, the commander o 
the rebel forces, certainly killed; one Cap 
tain, and one Lieutenant ; the privates ar< 
guessed at. They drove a wagon down, load- 
ed it with their dead, and the blood was 
strewn all along the road from the wagot 
for miles. This is the best fight of the war 
One hundred more men, who would havt 
fought like this glorious little band of twen 
tj’-one, would have whipped this army o 
tlirce thousand three hundred. Weascet 
tained their number by their own acknoiv - 
edgments after the battle, and the fact tha 
the lane from the bridge to Mrs. Pogue’, 
house was thick with men, six deep, for one- 
half mile. 

When they took possession of the towi 
they destroyed a great amount of property 
and last night they were reveling upon th 
spoils of victory, and one hundred mencouh 
have drove them out. I saw and talked t< 
a deserter, who was there, but deserted thi 
day before the fight; they had been informed 
that there were six hundred troops in Bar 
boursville; fortunately for them this was t 
mistake, as they would have been badly 
whipped. They say tint next they wil 
take Goose Creek Salt Works; that they an 
out of salt — this Col. Bottles said openly 
alter taking Barboursville; next they wil 
take London, and march on and take Cam| 
Robinson. Men, women, negroes, are al. 
fleeing in the direction of Camp Robinson 
London is almost evacuated. Mrs. Pear: 
was the only white woman who stayed in 
London last night; she left to-day for Mrs 
Baugh’s. Our country is in great confusion 
Home Guards are mustering in great num 
her all over the country; if we had the am 
munition we would whip them certain; wt 
have 1 08 t all hope of help from Catnp Rob- 
inson, or anywhere else; our situation is de 
plorable indeed, but we have to abide out 
fate; the whole country is greatly depressed 
and one universal desire for a conflict, and i 
wc ever get in fix, and get a chance, we will 
show the world that we can fight without 
being drilled or disciplined. What will the 
leading politicians now say about neutrality 
and Magoffin. It makes one’s heart sick to 
think of our deplorable condition. Are we 
to be subjugated by armed rebels; what will 
become of us God only knows. 

The deserter ea : d that the men were op 
posed to fighting Kentuckians. The men 
said Kentucky had treated Tennessee well, 
and they were against fighting her without a 
cause, and that they certainly had no cause 
of complaint against Kentucky. 

He thinks that the whole army would 
surrender at once, if they had a chance; 
that they are tired of secession, and 
would gladly accept a chance to surrender, 
which I have no doubt is true. I wish 1 
had control of Camp Robinson ten days, 
would drive them beyond Cumberland Gap.
